Motion For Extension Of Time To File Reply 

In accordance with Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 6(b)(1), defendant, by and through 
undersigned counsel, respectfully requests that the Court extend the time by which the defendant 
shall file its reply up to and including December 14, 2006. The reply is due on Thursday, 
November 30, 2006. Because plaintiff is incarcerated, and is proceeding pro se, Local Rule 7(m) 
does not apply to this motion, and defendant has not obtained his position as to the relief 
requested. See Local Civil Rule 7(m). 

There is good cause for this motion. Defendant's preparation of its reply brief has been 
hampered by other responsibilities which have occupied the counsel for the Government. These 
responsibilities have included taking the deposition of the Plaintiff, preparing witnesses for 
deposition and defending depositions in Simmons v. Cox, Civ. Act. No. 05-1828 (RCL) 
(depositions scheduled for the week of November 13, 2006 and November 27, 2006); and filing 
responsive pleading in Enterprise National Bank v. Johann , 06-1344 (RCL); and investigating 
the complaint and applicable law in Anderson v. Spellings , Civ. Act. No. 05-1855 (RMC). In 
addition, the defendant wishes to supplement its declaration with respect to its search for Grand 
Jury materials that were not located.
